After leaving the tire he went into 
a saloon and spent several hours play­ 
ing cards and drinking whisky. 
He 
went home at 7 in the evening and 
found t h a t his wife. Dora, had gone down 
town. 
He started out to look for her, and 
found her in a wine roorrrwrth an 
woman. 
They bad a slight altercation 
there, but after a few minut«*s they had 
several d r i n k s together. 
Aft**r leaving 
that saloon they visited two others, 
and then th«» women went home. 
This 
was at about 9 o'clock, and Chounard 
stayed down town and had a few more 
drinks. 
He went home between 11 
ami 12 
o’clock an«l soon afterward some of those 
in the house heard the woman say: 
“ 1 
am not afraid of your gun,” and a 
mo­ 
ment aft«r a shot was tired. 
The wo­ 
man started to cross the hall to get out, 
and Chounard followed her, firing two 
shots at her. 
Sh«' fell to the door and a 
physician 
was immediately summoned. 
( 'hounard 
remained in the room, and asked that 
everything possible be done to save her. 
She was sent to Duluth the next day, 
but died there. 
Chounard paid all the 
expenses for medical treatment and the 
fun«*ral expenses. 
Chounard was born

and is twenty eight years old.

Edw ard Rhodes, who last 
Friday 
vining about 0 o’clock shot and killed 
fonathan Schell at Deerwood, in self 
I Tense, walked out of the municipal 
■ourt room in this city yesterday after 
noon .shortly after 5 o’clock a free man. 
The preliminary hearing of the state 
against Rhodes occupied the attention 
of tho court nearly all day and it was 
generally thought that the outcome 
would be a complete exoneration of the 
man charged with the s e rio u s crime of 
killing his neighbor, and yet there is a 
lem nity about such a **nse which 
makes every step of the defense and the 
prosecution important and there was in 
this case the usual interest that is dis 
played in cases of such magnitude. 
It 
was so simply and plainly to be seen 
that it was a case (if self defense that 
•Iudge W arner could hardly do otherwise 
than liberate the prisoner at the liar. 
The time yesterday was largely taken 
in hearing the testimony of those who 
had to do with the case after the shoot­ 
ing and it particularly had to do with 
tho finding of tin* body, the position as 
related 
to 
the 
distance from 
the 
Rhodes shanty, the condition of the 
body, the evidence of a duel about the 
shack and the information that each in­ 
dividual gleaned from general observa 
tion about the place. 
Not a living soul except 
Edward 
Rhodes was aide to testify 
a s to the 
facts in connection with 
the shooting, 
for there was no one present except him ­ 
self and Jonathan Schell, and the U t ­ 


t e r s ’ lips have been sealed by death, so 
the testimony of the defendant in tho 
case was paramount and the circum ­ 
stances before and at tile time of the al­ 
tercation were such that it could leave 
no doubt in tile mind of the court and 
those present who had to do with the 
ease. 
And yet withal there were some very 
queer coincidences connected with the 
ease. 
That Rhodes wa- excited and 
hardly knew what he was doing at the 
time of tin* fracas in but natural under 
such circumstances and if, as in the 
case of his testify intr that lie shot 
through the wall of the building at his 
man, some statements seemed ex ager 
ated it must be taken for granted that 
it was a great strain and the strongest 
minds could hardly bo expected to be 
exact and minute as to every detail. 
The testimony of Rhodes, which was 
the most important in the hearing, was 
in general as follows: 
On the evening 
of Ju ly 8 about 6 o’clock Rhodes was 
engaged in building a tire in his stove at 
his shack about two miles north of 
Deerwood. 
This shack is situated a 
small way back from the road in a small 
clearing of about one acre. 
W h ile he 
was out after an armful of wood he saw 
Schell approaching the house, having 
just turned from the road into the clear­ 
ing. 
Rhodes went into tho shanty with 
his wood and put three sticks in the 
stove and then turned toward the door. 
W hen he reached the door Schell was 
about six feet on the outside. 
Rhodes 
was the first to speak and In* said, 
“ Good evening.” 
Schell said, “ Good 
evening.” 
Schell then said, “ I have come to set­ 
tle with you.” 
Rhodes testified that he 
did not get time to speak at all after 
this but that Schell kept on talking and 
finally whipping a revolver from his 
right hip pocket said, “ (Jive me 82300 at 
once or you die.” 
Rhodes testified that 
his revolver was on a shelf a short dis­ 
tance away and he did not reach it at 
once. 
He slammed the door partly shut 
and with one hand still holding the door 
reached for his gun. 
A t this moment 
Schell tired Ins first shot into the open­ 
ing of the door and the bullet just 
grazed Rhodes’ arm, passing through 
his jacket sleeve. 
Hardly a word was 
spoken between the two men but they 
both commenced to fire and it was a 
case of one or the other or both dying on | 
the spot. 
It was a fight unto death.! 
Schell tired four shots in all, but all tho | 
bullets went wide of the mark. 
Rhodes’ 
bullets seemed to be more effective, 
however, for according to his testimony 
ho fired three shots through tin* side of 
the building making a guess at where 
Schell stood, and according to the ex­ 
amination, all throe bullets took effect. 
Rhodes testified 
that ho 
could 
sis* 
Schell’s hand clutching the door knob 
and from this he said he gauged the 
position of the man’s l>ody at tie* side of 
the building. 
Schell finally left go of 
the door and walked around to the win­ 
dow. 
For an instant Rhodes went to 
the door and opened it and according to 
his testimony saw Schell standing some 
distance from the house with his revol 
ver raised and aimed directly at him. 
This was when Rhodes says he fired the 
fatal shot. 
Schell seemed to drop his 
arms and turning walked some little 
distance and fell. 
This was tho testi 
mony regarding the shooting. 
AU the 


other testimony covering what trans- 
pi roil after this was corroborative with 
the testimony of other witnesses. 
The one queer incident is the fact 
that A. E. Losey, undertaker, testified 
that he had found four bullet wounds 
in the body of th*’ dead man, so that 
every shot fired by Rhodes, whether 
through the wall or through the open 
door, took effect. 
The fact, however, that Scholl had 
come looking for trouble and had found 
his man at his own 
home, had more 
to do with 
releasing Rhodes from any 
criminal intent. 
Had they met in the 
open Held somewhere the case might 
have terminated different. 
Rhodes left the court room with sever­ 
al friends from Deerwood a very much 
pleased man over the outcome. 
He 
naturally does not feel very good over 
the incident but he feels perfectly j ii-ti­ 
tled in defending himself. 
He is a young 
man about 25 years of age and bears a 
very good reputation at Deerwood and 
has the confidence and respect of tho 
entire community. 
Hi leaking of the affair Mr. 
Rhodes 
said last evening: 
“ When Schell reach­ 
ed for his revolver on that fatal night I 
felt a* though I was approaching the 
threshold of death. 
It was assured 
that one or the other of us would die 
right there and then and there wa* a 
possibility that tho fracas would end 
seriously for both. 
I was excited and 
hardly knew what I 
was doing and I 
realized that Jonathan Schell 
was a 
dangerous man and that he had come to 
my place meaning business. 
I had 
no 
idea I would get the best of him when 
he opened tire.”

There was a so rt o f farcical proceed- I 
ure in the municipal court this morning ! 
when the name of two or three proud j 
nent citizens of the Second ward were : 
docketed charged with violating the 
new city ordinance, No. 195, entitled an j 
ordinance for the licensing of dogs. 
It seems that under this ordinance 
the city has the power, if the ordinance 
can be made to stick, of bringing an 
owner of a dog who has not paid the 
regular 81 license into court and prose 
outing him and it 
provides in case of 
conviction that they shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than 85 nor more 
than 81b for each offense. 
Some time ago 
I ’rank Bredfield was 
appointed as a sort of off: Mal dog catch 
or and of late under the instructions of 
the city officials Ii*’ has had several 
warrants issued by C ity Clerk Low. 
The result was that three of the war 
rants issued against three prominent 
citizens in 
the Second ward wen1 in 
jurt this morning, but it also appeared 
that no warrant had been served on the 


p a r t i e s in question and no return was 
made of the same, so Judge W arner had 
nothing to do but dismiss the cases. 
One of the gentlemen in question was 
represented by Judge Alderman aud he 
exhibited a receipt for the payment of 
the license and his case was dismissed. 
The other gentleman was present in 
person and his ease was dismissed. 
It seems that there is a slight con­ 
tention between some of the city officials 
in the matter. 
C ity Attorney Fleming 
states that lie is ready and willing to 
prosecute anyone under this ordinance 
but in the eases cited above no return 
had 
been made of any warrants being 
served and therefore there was nothing 
for the court to do as he had no juris 
diction. 
It seems that Bredfield simply 
notified these men but did not serve a 
warrant on them. 
They were not there 
fore in duty bound to come into court. 
This ordinance provides a new system 
different than the old 
regulations in 
many respects.

The city clerk is to keep a careful record 
of licenses paid. 
Ile shall, three days af 
tor Ju n e I furni-h 
the chief of police 
a copy of said record. 
It is then made 
the duty of the chief of police upon the 
receipt of said record to find out who 
have not paid and furnish the city clerk 
ton days afterwards with a list of all 
dogs found within the city not licensed 
and the city clerk shall on the receiptor 
such list make and transmit a copy of 
tho same to tho city attorney who shall 
thereupon 
proceed 
to prosecute 
for 
violation of the ordinance.
